— The following Order made by the 
Governor- General is published for general information: — 

THE HIGH COURT JUDGES (FOURTH AMENDMENT) 

ORDER, 1948. 

In the exercise of the powers conferred by section 221 of 
the Government of India Act, 1935, and of all other powers 
enabling him in that behalf, the Governor -General is pleased 
to make the following Order:— 

1 . (1) This Order may be cited as the .High Court Judges 
(Fourth Amendment) O’der, 1948. 

(2) It shall be deemed to have had c.'fect from the Ist day 
of January 1947. 

2. In paragraph 7 of the Government of India (High 
Court Judges) Order, 1937 (hereinafter referred to as “the 
principal Order”), to sub-paragraph (1) the following shall 
be added at the end, namely: — 

“In the leave account of a Judge shall also be credited, 
as compensation for vacation not enjoyed, a period equal to 
double the period by which the vacation enjoyed by him in 
any year falls short of one month by reason of his having been 
detained in the performance of dutie.s not connected with the 
High Court; 

Provided that the Judge would otherwise have been 
entitled to 6njoy that vacation had he not been so detained.” 
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3. In paragraph 8 of the principal Order,— 

(a) to sub-paragraph (1) the following words shall be 
added at the end, namely; — 

"plus the aggregate of the periods, if any, credited to his 
leave account under sub-paragraph (1) of paragraph 7 as 
compensation for vacation not enjoyed.”; 

(b) to sub-paragraph (2) the following words shall be 
added at the end, namely : — 

"plus one-half of the aggregate of the periods* if any, 
credited to his leave apcoimt under suh-paragraph (11 of 
paragraph 7 as compensation for vacation not eniuyed.’
